Four white men were indicted 
for the bombing of four Negro 
churches and the. homes of two 
pro-integration ministers which 
followed the end of bus segrega- 
tion. The color barriers were 
hauled down on the buses on or- 
der of the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Two of the white defendants, 
Raymond C. Britt Jr., 27, and 
Sonny Kyle Livingston Jr., 19, 
were acquitted last May 30 after 
a four-day trial.

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DR. SCOTT PATTERSON Will Deliver the Thanksgiving Message 
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Paris Gains 


PARIS, Nov. 2% ® — Two sol- 
emn-faced premiers today wound 
up 13 hours of ponderous talks 
aimed at ironing out British- 
French difficulties over arms 
shipments to Tunisia. While some 
wrinkles remained, a high French 
source suggested France had 
scored at least a partial victory. 

The conference between young 
Premier Felix Gaillard and Brit- 
ain’s Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan produced a vaguely word- 
ed communique that did not give 
a black and white British promise 
to halt arms shipments to the 
neighbor of rebellious Algeria. 

But the French informant said 
the talks went far beyond the 
wording in the communique. He 
said the French do not expect the 
British to ship any more arms to 
Tunisia in the near future if at 
all. 

“There is a difference between 
what the British can do and what 
they will do,” he said. 


Macmillan and Gaillard stood 


in Tunisian 


almost stony-faced as the British 
leader read the communique aft- 
er their talks. He had come to 
Paris yesterday in the hope of 
patching up a troubled friendship. 

The talks revolved around the 
shipment on Nov. 14 and 15 of 
arms to Tunisia by the United 
States and Britain. Also discussed 
was the effect a split in the three 
allies would have on the solidarity 
of NATO. 


French feeling is feverishly 
against the shipments of arms by 
France’s NATO partners to Tuni- 
sia — next door neighbor of re- 
bellious Algeria. The French fear 
these arms may fall into the 
hands of Algerian rebels fighting 
for independence from France. 


The communique noted that the 
two chiefs of government had a 
“frank discussion’’ on the arms 
deliveries and decided to ‘‘make 
arrangements designed to avoid 
the recurrence of difficulties’ 
similar to the violent outburst of 
French feelings. Consultations, the

communique said, are continuing 
on this subject. 

Spokesmen for Macmillan and 
Gaillard, when pinned down by 
newsmen, admitted this did not 
amount to a guarantee against 
further British arms shipments to 
Tunisia. 

Later, however, the French 
source said that while the com- 
munique did not claim flatly that 
the British would not deliver 
more arms to Tunisia, the French 
do not expect the British to do 
so in the near future, at least. 

The source agreed that the Brit- 
ish did not bind themselves to 
such a position but insisted that 
“the agreement is far more fun- 
damental than the communique 
indicates.”’ This was in some con- 
flict with the position outlined by 
British spokesmen, who insisted 
that Britain retained much free- 
dom of action.

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President's Illness 


Shocks the Nation 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
suffered a cerebral, arterial blockage, 
commonly termed a “stroke.” Doctors de- 
scribe it as mild, but say several weeks of 
rest and recuperation must follow. 

This illness, more so than previous ones, 
comes at a most inopportune time. There 
are budget and defense problems ahead of 
the President which are comparable only 
to those faced by Abraham Lincoln, by 
Woodrow Wilson and by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

The nation will hope and pray for his 
recovery. The news that it was a cerebral 
attack and not a chill of influenza shocked 
the nation even more than the first presi- 
dential illness. The world now is in crisis. 
Our national affairs require great leader- 
ship. 

This illness, probably means, though 
we hope not, that Dwight D. Eisenhower 
will, out of his great integrity, declare 
himself disabled and retire from the of- 
fice. He can do so for a temporary time 
or for the remainder of his term. This 
probability was suggested by the fact that 
well ahead of the announcement of the 
heart attack the attorney general of the 
United States was summoned to the White 
House, as was Vice President Nixon. 

The President will serve out his term 
if he believes he is able to do so. But if 
he does not believe it, he will disqualify 
himself on physical grounds and turn 
NATO and the budget over to Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, perhaps as President Nixon. 
Only a well man, a very well man, can 
shoulder the burden which is ahead. 

At this writing the President has 
made no announcement. It may be, of 
course, that no such drastic decision will 
be necessary. But knowing his great in- 
tegrity and love of country, we are of the 
opinion he will, if the doctors say he can- 
not assume the full load, unhesitatingly 
retire, either temporarily or permanently. 
The official reports indicate there is doubt. 
And so the probabilities grow that the na- 
tion may see history made—a president 
stepping down by his own decision so 
that a physically well man may assume 
the massive weight of government in a 
time of great crisis. 

Our prayers, our affection, our respect 
and our admiration go out to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in this time of trial.

Griffin Acknowledges 


Economy Is Necessary 


Gov. Griffin yesterday took note of 
previous warnings by State Auditor 
Thrasher that the state would face an- 
other financial crisis in the next admin- 
istration unless spending is curtailed. 

The auditor had pointed out that reve- 
nue was not increasing at the same rate 
as spending under current programs and 
that the surplus soon would evaporate as 
a result. 

The governor told department heads 
to cut expenses and get rid of nonessential 
employes or to get ready for an across- 
the-board cut in their budgets. If the past 
is any guide, he’ll have to do the latter. 

These instructions were long overdue. 
It is tempting in times of prosperity to go 
the limit on spending and once the habit is 
established it is tough to retrench. But 
at any rate, it is encouraging that the gov- 
ernor is aware of the situation and doesn’t 
wish to leave office with the state in the 
red. 

Meanwhile, it appears that the word 
“economy” will loom as increasingly im- 
portant in next year’s gubernatorial cam- 
paign. Weary taxpayers will hope that 
the candidates do more than promise it 
but spell out chapter and verse how it can 
be accomplished without impairing es- 
sential services such as schools, roads and 
health.

University’s Progress 
Should Be Accelerated 


The University of Georgia’s annual re- 
port, just off the press, mirrors the surge 
of progress under way at the institution 
and summarizes future needs. 

Top-drawer achievements for the past 
year include the beginning of a 12-mil- 
lion-dollar science center, opening of the 
Center for Continuing Education, a Poul- 
try Disease Research Center and a new 
dormitory for graduate law students. 

Notable advances were made in the 
fields of research, extension work, teach- 
ing methods and in cultural activities. 

On the other side of the ledger, faculty 
salaries remained far below the national 
average. This is an area that needs imme- 
diate attention if the university is to in- 
crease or even maintain its present stand- 
ards. . 
Dr. O. C. Aderhold, president of the 
institution, estimates more than 31 mil- 
lion dollars will be required by 1965 to 
bring facilities up to par and prepare 
for anticipated enrollment increases. 

The price comes high but there is no 
escaping the fact that the citizens of this 
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state must assume greater responsibility 
toward their colleges and universities. 

The state is supporting the University 
of Georgia and other educational institu- 
tions better than it ever has. One of the 
main troubles, however, is that it lagged 
too long in this field and there remains a 
lot of catching up to do as well as taking 
care of that which comes under the head- 
ing of normal expansion.

Atlantan Challenges Idea of State Censors

Atlanta—I listened with interest 
to Rep. James C. Davis’ talk 
in observance of “‘American Edu- 
cation Week.” In that talk he 
advanced an idea which seems 
to me to be an abandonment of 
both,real Americanism and demo- 
cratic education. He called for 
throwi out certain textbooks 
used in schools and for retaining 
only those he described as 
“sound American” textbooks.

Self- 
styled super-patriots, like the late 
Sen. McCarthy, threw the word 
“un-American” at any idea they 
did not like. As a college teacher 
I have often taught from text- 
books with which I did not agree, 
considering that the purpose of 
education is to introduce a young 
person to all kinds of ideas, not 
just those favored by his teacher 
or by his congressman. 

The kind of thinking that asks 
for the examination of textbooks 
to determine whether or not they 
are ‘“‘sound -.American’”’ books 
leads to book-burnings, witch- 
hunts, hysteria and totalitarian- 
ism. Democracy calls for free- 
dom to say what you want, read 
what you like, and examine any 
and all ideas, not merely those 
sorted out by Mr. Davis or some 
higher authority.

Fears are expressed that the 
postwar need of specialists in in- 
dustry and for national defense 
and the weight now given to vo- 
cational and professional train- 
ing have caused colleges and 
their stadents to slight those seg- 
ments of the curriculum which 
stress development of the well- 
rounded man. 
’ The “seven liberal arts” of the 
ancient world were grammar, 
rhetoric, logic, arithmetic, music, 
geometry and astronomy. Today 
the term “‘liberal arts” is 


achievements through the ages, 
and of his religious and philo- 
sophical heritage. 

The educated man should be 
able to think coherently, to read 
intelligently, to write and speak 
clearly; he should have intellec- 
tual curiosity, capacity for criti- 
cal thought and faculty for dis- 
passionate judgment. 

We must have, of course, the 
technically trained manpower the 
atomic era demands, but it must 
not be as one critic has com- 
plained, that present-day college 
graduates “know how to make a 
good living, but not how to make 
a good life.” 

It is well that our graduates be 
highly qualified in their major 
subjects, but not to the degree of 
leaving them ignoramuses in 
their minors 


Greater attention must be giv- 


to the students’ problems and 
give individual guidance to those 
who need it most. 

I have heard people say, ‘‘They 
should be proud to be teachers.” 
Indeed, they are proud, but they 
must live and care for their fam- 
ilies as well as other people. 

Education is the most impor- 
tant issue today and the sooner 
we learn that we must do some- 
thing about it the better. 

Our most important problem 
right now is (1) to raise the sal- 
aries of teachers so that they can 
put their every effort in the prob- 
lem of teaching; (2) to find some 
way to send our young people to 
college, especially those who lack 
the funds to do so by themselves,

We should 
not mind being left at times by 
ourselves. These things are pos- 
sible when we have faith in our- 
selves, when we trust ourselves 
and respect ourselves. Then we 
are contented and satisfied with 
ourselves.

Are Prices Today? 


WASHINGTON—Everybody concerned about 
the high cost of living of everything from bread 


to automobiles—which is all of us—has a stake in a 

a paradox that has been puzzling the economists and has become the 
increasing concern of congressional inquiries. Why have prices con- 
tinued to rise in the face of lower production in key industries, or to 
put it another way, why have prices kept going up even though sup- 


ply has caught up with demand? 

A basic industry is steel which 
goes into automobiles and a myr- 
iad of other things we use every 
day. When steel jumped its price 
six dollars a ton after a wage 
increase last summer labor 
claimed there was no economic 
justification for such a price 
jump. The Senate Judiciary Anti- 
Monopoly Subcommittee began 
an investigation that still is going 


_ on. It developed a significant con- 


cept in the steel industry, not new 
but for the first time really news 
because of what is being exposed. 
It seemed so important that the 
committee is exploring other in- 
dustries to see how widespread 
this practice is—including baking, 
farm machinery, cans, roofing 
materials and the like that af- 
fect consumers.

Men and women who smoke and 
drink to excess are more likely to 
develop cancer of the mouth and 
throat than are abstainers or 
moderate users. Two independent 
surveys agree on this. 

Dr. D. A. Sadowsky, in 1953, re- 
ported on the smoking habits of 
2,500 male patients attending four 
United States hospitals. Of the 
group, 571 had cancer of the lip; 
132 of the tongue; 85 of the pha-

But the cause of oral cancer 
is more complex than this. Ex- 
posure to sunlight plays a role 
in lip cancer, which is more prev- 
alent in Southern than in North- 
ern areas. Mouth cancer is most 
common in India, where 40 per 
cent of all male cancer admis- 
sions to Tata Memorial Hospital 
have these lesions. Betel nut 
chewing and bidi smoking are 
held responsible. The American 
physicians cited were unable to 
find a relationship between mouth 
cancer and syphilis, denture irri- 
tation, nutritional deficiencies, or 
the use of hot or cold beverages.
